Don't Knock It 

Water has been labeled as the roost- 
precioua commodity in many parts of 
this nation. Some experts have predict^ 
that water will be in short supply in alJ 
of the. Earth's inhabited regions before 
too many more years PaPS- The key to 
the-? claim is the word "inhaUtgd." Wa^pr 
b€|c4)me8 Increasingly precidUs in direct 
proportion to Increases in population. 
Metropolitan areas in the U.S. are tinder 
increasing pressure to find sufficient wa- 
ter for city dwellers. If any example is 
needed, it's the city of Loa Angeles that s 
been casting covetous glances at Idaho s 
Snake river. 

That scheme atone has drawn plenty 
of scoffing comments, Inqfcjdlng the 
word from some experts that the plan 
' isn't feiisible and isloo expensive. Before 
anyone reaches such a hasty conclusion, 
it muBt be remembered that water is 
cheap and no one thinks anything about 

it until it's no longer plentiful. Man has 

spent large sums to develop water sup- 
plies and the best is yet to come. 

A special senate public works subcom- 
mittee has come up with a spectacular 
water project that would extend from 
Alaska to Mexico. A price tag of 100 bil- 
lion dollars has been put on the plan, but 
Inasmuch as it's a government proposal, 
the price ?ould be tripled. Basically, the 
plan Entails use of the terrific amounts 
of water not being used In Alaska and 
western Canada. In addition to thous- 
ands of lakes, the region has many rivers 
that would make Snake Hver look like a 
small stream. 

The problem, undoubtedly oversimpli- 
fied, la merely to get these vast amounts 
of unused water from the lightly-popu- 
lated, frozen North to the heavily-popu- 
lated regions that ftre short of water. 

As. recently as 80 years ago, the pro- 
posal would have been greeted by 5eers. 
But modern construction techniques and 
equipment appear to bring the plan into 
reach |f the United States is willing to 
cough up the enormous amount of money 
that would be needed. 

A further neceasily would be approval 
of Canada and participation of Canada, 
which would provide a big part of the 
water involved. If Canada were to reach 
the decision its vast surplus of water was 
merely insurance against the time when 
Canada could use it, then the plan would 
be jead before it could b e started. 

(jertainly there Ar e plenty of ubvi o us 



obstacles . in bringing water from the 
frozen North, but modem " technology 
could find a way to overcome those ob- 
stacles if the water were needed badly 
enough. Judging from the noises that 
continue to come from southern Califor- 
nia and the Southwest, those regions are 
getting desperate. It would be folly to 
dismiss the possibility of the stupendous 
proposal just on the face of It. 

It might be just as impossible as flying 
to the moon, but let's not forget that the 
United States is involved in another proj- 
ect with the avowed goal of putting a 
man on the moon and bringing him back.

Missouri's Senator Long Is performing a truly 
national service in his uncreaslng struggle with 
the government practice known sa the "mall 
watch." The senator. In the absence of any of- 
ficial willingness to cease the practice, now pro- 
poses legislation to halt It. 

In a mall' watch. -the postofflce department 
keeps a record of return addresses on all mall 
delivered to a person. Postal officers say they 
do so at the request of federal or local law en- 
forcement bodies.

Investigations of suspected 
income tax evaders, by IdeotUylng firms from 
which they made purchases. Its "utility" Is meas-

These young people talk the 
Jargon iof politics. They worry 
about "peaUng too early." Then 
In the next breath they ask what 
peaking too early means.

The answer to this last' Is al 
most certainly no. For the pro- 
fessionals have worked up a spe- 
cial vocabulary to describe the 
mysteries of their craft.- To the 
average citizen it has about as 
much relevance as Urdu or Swa- 
hiU.

I was recently 
discharged from the navy . and 
all I had to do to be a resident 
of Idaho was to anticipate com- 
ing back to Idaho when I was 
discharged; therefore, I had to 
pay two years back taxes and 
fines to Idaho, even though I 
wasn't in the state. This also 
applies to overseas men coming 
back to Idaho. 

I don't know what kind of leg 
lalature it takes to think up such 
a stupid and unfair law. Seems 
to me, this Is Just another way 
for some poor tmderpald legisla- 
tor to gauge the highly overpaid 
military man who gets discharged 
a mlUlonabre, or so he says.

which I was privileged to uke 
part and rej>resent my college. 

Ona of the very finest teach 
era and dearest (rlen'ds I have 
known Is the man who was pro- 
fessor of speech and who worked 
patiently and helpfully with 
many of us to enable us In actual 
experience to learn bOw to stand 
up on our two, feet, face an au- 
alehce which at times could even 
T>e hostile and unconvlhced. and 
be forced to deal with the issues 
without evasion but with forth- 
lightness. 

Those of us in that group are 
today lawyers, clergymen, doc- 
tors and businessmen In various 
parts of the country, and I am 
certain that all of them share 
with me a great sense of Indebt- 
edness to a splendid teacher, the 
experience of the group, and the 
opportunity to test our capacities 
in real life situations where "the 
truth will out." 

Much of Vvhat we all were able 
to learn was however not In the 
know-how of speech making and 
debate but more deeply and 
meaningfully In the realization 
of our own Intellectual and mor- 
al Integrity. Those of us who are 
called upon to speak constantly 
could not possibly fulfill our vo- 
cations without such training, 
rough as It was at times. 

But to get back to Walter 
Llppman's statement about what 
a debate Is, this Is especially 
pertlhent In the ongoing debates 
withlh our national and Inter- 
national life as to the real Issues 
of our society. 

Far too much talk, which re- 
mains cheap. Is expended on 
shooting at straw men, who can- 
not talk back, or will not be (ace 
to (ace, challenging our asser- 
tions, and requiring that we of- 
fer evidence. 



It Is essential that clt&ens de 
bate the Issues Of the day, And 

be cta»llenged to think, to pursue 
the roots of . any matter, and to 
offer evidence of their clalnu 
and convictions. 
" ■ Our entire Judicial »ystem and 
constitutional guarantees 
of freedom of speech, press, 
throughta and assembly are re- 
lated to ajl this. In our society a 
man Is-lnnocent until he Is prov- 
en guilty, not Just until someone 
claims he Is guUtjr. How many 
Individuals at times have been 
found guilty In the [tubllc eye 
before ever a trial has taken 
place. • 

How many Individuals and 
groups categorized by this or 
that self-appointed custodian of 
morals or censorship or patriot- 
ism without beUig given any real 
oportutilty to defend himself, 
without even any suggestion that 
evidence might 'be produced to 
refute trresiranslble charges? 
Fortunately the congress and the 
courts and responsible elements 
of public opinion sooner or later 
wUI catch such tactics for what 
<hey are. 



Enjoying the privileges of free- 
dom under our way of govern- 
ment requires of us responsibil- 
ity for defending Justice, not Just 
In principle as enshrined Jn atone 
over, the entrance of the Impres' 
slve courthouse of the U.S. su- 
preme court In Washington, 
"Equal Justice Under Law," but 
also In specific situations. 

Oosslf) Is. an Illustration of Ir- 
responsible dealing with ^e rtft- 
utatlons of others, with /no de- 
bate possible as to the merits of 
any charge because two iieople 
are not In the same room at. the 
same time talking about the 
some thing. 

Thus gossip Is a violation of 
the ancjlent commandment that 
we bear no false witness against 
our neighbor. Such taboo against 
dishonest talk is also one of the 
basis of our courts of law and 
the bill of rights of our consti- 
tution. 

The spirit of such respect for 
personality must ever be safe- 
guarded as an essential condi- 
tion for the maintenance and 
advancement of human liberty, 
with equal Justice. 

Unfortunately when people 
have strong convlcatlons and 
strong emotions attached to 
them, we are all tempted to for- 
get the need for objectivity, we 
can easily be blinded by i>as8lon, 
anger, anxiety or fear, and do 
violence to our principles of calm 
and cool Judgment. 

In dealing with controversial 
matters about which sincere men 
disagree, it is i^ways necessary 
to debate Issues wherever possi- 
ble In the same, room at the 
same time with those with whom 
we differ, and of course to re- 
tain a sense of humor, and a 
time of friendliness, refusing to 
question without cause the In- 
tegrity, the good sense, of the In- 



tegrity pt the other, person. ..even 
If we are convinced the i>ersoh 
is" wrong. ■ , 

This sense of fair play is writ- 
ten into Holy Scripture. In the 
chuzicb we enileavor to maintain 
the unity of the spirit ; In- the 
bond of peace, wherein different 
points of view may be held In a 
spirit of charity. This la Intended 
to be an- example as the mtet 
adequate way of dealing with 
tensions' within ^society as a 
whole. 

St. Matthew's Oospel, chapter 
If. reads. "Moreover If thy 
brother' shall trespass against 
thee, go and tell him. his faiilt 
between thee and him alone; If 
he shall hear thee, thou hast 
gamed thy brother. Bu( U he will 
not hear thee, then tak^ with 
thee one or two more, that In the 
mouth of two or three witnesses 
every word may be established: 
And If be shall neglect to hear 
them, tell It tmto the chuicb." - 

In tbb word of Sound advice 
our Lord offers us an example, ot 
fair play, which n eeds attention 
within every Mllgiegalluu . of 
Christ's (lock from time to time, 
and within the larger community 
In which all of lu live, whether 
we offer allegiance to Christ or 
not. WItneaaei will support 
claims. If they can, with evi- 
dence. 

If needful, the whole commun- 
ity, whether a religious com- 
munity such, as the church, or 
any community of people, must' 
finally come to some conclusion 
as to what is truth. 

Issues In the common life, 
whether local, national or inter> 
national can be dealt with ef- 
fectively and adequaiely only 
when this kind of approach Is 
used. Otherwise we throw more 
heat than Ught on any argu- 
ment, and have lio m3 -debate. 

I have always felt I could re- 
spect the mind and conscience of 
any person who Is willing to con- 
sider facts and examine the 
available evidence, and Is willing 
to hear out other points ot view. 

If such a person comes down 
on another side of any religious, 
social or Intellectual fence from 
me, he has won my. respect; what 

cannot really respect, nor can 
you, Is unwillingness to face re- 
ality, the idea that emotion Is a 
substitute for reason, and avoid- 
ance of open and free confron- 
tation with the minds of others. 

Such attitudes can only result 
In subterfuge, evasion. Insinua- 
tion, prejudice and priJe. 

No problems In human rela- 
tions are either relieved or solved 
by such means. The truth will 
out. Let us never (ear it. for 
truth Is of Ood, and His Word 
abides forever.

Idaho Rarely Feeds Large Herds of 
Game Unless Natural Supply Drops 

BOISE. AprU 1ft— Idaho rarely, 
(tedi lU eUt *"<■ concentra- 
tloM during hard winter months 
■ben there 1» not enough natural 
iinne material to go around 
beetuM a sudden switch to hay 
klHi more wild ruminants out- 
rljht than will die otherwise 
from' complications stemming 
from mahiutrltlon. 

That Is the simple answer to 
tn ollen heard, but neverthe- 
less, complicated, question. It 
comes from many places around 
the state wherever wintering big 
gtme eoncentratloruH can be seen 
eullj Irom roads by seemingly 
greater numbers of elk and deer 
walchets. 
Whenever dead animals arc 

lounfl and assumed to be victims 

of slamtlon. the question al- 
ways gains volume — sometimes 

with nasi; overtones. 
Whether honters or not, Ida- 

hoans propely place great value 

on their wMUe resources. They 
do not nnileistand. why cnptlve, 

<an/-<tomestJcated ellc and deer 

In paries, for example, eat a 

tteaoir dM at lay, yet wild ani - 

mils will surely die when this 

is substituted for their natural 

farowse plants and shrubs. 

But there is a difference. It 
b a matter of the kinds of bac- 
terial and one-celled organisms 
called protoioa which ore funda- 
mental to the digestive processes 
■of all ctid-chewlnK animals. This 
occurs in the rumen or first 
stomach of elk and deer and 
other ruminants. Different kinds 
of bacteria and protozoa are 
needed for iach plant species an 
animal may be using.

undigested hay, when they 
main continuously on or near a 
feed lot. 

These animals must have a 
mixed diet, even when they are 
browsing on natural herbs and 
shrubs. BIttcrbrush Is considered 
the main staple for deer because 
they liko It ;>nd It Is highly nu- 
tritious. Mountain mahogany is 
a close runnor-up to bitter- 
brush. 

A winter range where both 
shrubs ore available In quantity 
is considered ideal by game man- 
agers. A range having only one 
browse, species is poor, If not 
unsatisfactory. Deer also browse 
on Juniper, rabbit brush, sage 
brush and the like, but the.se arc 
lesser species Insofar os digesti- 
ble nutriments ore concerned 

Elk and deer never literally 
starve to death. When they are 
reduced to a steady diet of im- 
natural food such os hay or 
browse materials that cannot be 
digested, they often die from 
"compaction" — but with full ru- 
mens. The Immediate cause of 
death may be pneumonia or oth- 
er complications resulting from 
malnutrition and generally run- 
down, weakened physical condi 
tion. 

Thus, a distinction Is drawn 
between starvation and malnu 
trltlon. Starvation results from 
A complete lack of food, while 
malnutrition Is the symptom of 
a diet which may be filling but 
below par iri all other respects 
Mothers everywhere!* wage this 
battle every day In terms of 
moat and potatoes .versus soft 
drlnlts. candy and Ice cream.

slst on hay? They do. although 
poorly, becau-se they have been 
switched to alfalfa gradually, 
sometimes from infancy. This 
permits bacteria colonies that 
ore specific for the digestion of 



hay to develop In the rumens of 
these animals. Nevertheless, al- 
falfa is a below standard, sub- 
sistence diet for tliem. 

Experiments carried on with 
artificial feedlnR o( elk and deer 
usually begin feedlhg hay early 
In November. This gives the ani- 
mals, with a little help from 
nature, time to grow enough 
bacteria to digest alfalfa during 
the winter months. 

Meanwhile, they go to the 
nearby foothills to browse on 
natural foods and come down to 
the feediots only when It Is 
time for a hnndout. Even so. 
many animals die with paunches, 
full of hay. And some mangy bull 
elk lose so much hair that they 
freeze to 'deiith when they lie 
dbwn on cold nights. 

Such anlm.nls do not meet 
Idaho standards for big game, 
simply because they exist 
through the winter months on 
unnatural, substandard foods. 
Hunting seasons In the Gem 
state ore set to harvest the an- 
nual surplus or crop of big game 
animals so that the wintering 
numbers will be within the 
browse capacity of the more con- 
stricted range. 

The soundness of this manage- 
ment policy is Evident to any- 
one who studies the statistical 
pages of the annual nationwide 
big game inventory published by 
the bureau of^gport fisheries and 
wildlife, a federal agency beyond 
the editorial control of any stotc 
This publication ranks Idaho 
year after year os the top elk 
producing state with the great 
est elk harvest In the nation — 
wUd elk. 

In other words. Idaho's herds

that thrifty wild herds yield 
higher returns to the hunter 
thvln fieml-domcstlcatcd herds. 



game biologist, autopsled In the 
neighborhood of 100 or more 
deer picked up along the road 
skirting Lucky Peak reservoir 
northeast of the capital city. 
Most animals checked were 
heavily parlsltlzed with infesta 
tiona of the larvae from nose 
botflies, ticks, lice, keds (a wlng- 
les.H. bloodsucking fly), bladder 
and tapeworms. These parasites, 
even when found In abundance 
on the carcasses, did not cause 
death. Rather, they further 
weakened the animals already In 
bad shoj^e, and disease finished 
the Job. 

Healthy animals are thrifty, 
according to Haynes, and do not 
provide good "habitat" for para- 
sites In the same way that robust 
human beings are able to resist 
"colds" and other disease germs 
und viruses. 

All animals carry parasites. 
Just as people harbor germs. But 
the parasites do not bcQOme 
heavy Infestations until an un- 
thrifty anlma) becomes weak- 
ened from some other cause. 

Haynes soys biologists could 
learn whot elk and deer are 
eating through laboratory anal- 
ysis of the kinds or different 
species of bacteria in their ru- 
mens. It takes different species 
for different browse plants and 
shrubs. But such bacterial iden- 
tification Is a tedious Job. espe- 
cially when the simple way is to 
open a paunch and examine the 
contents. 

Fortunately, most of the ef- 
fects of malnutrition on big 
game animals during the late, 
unlamented winter ore over. 
Usually animals found dead on 
early spring range still are suf- 
fering from the ravages of win- 
ter and the break In weather 
came too late. 

It is po.sslble. according to 
Haynes. to get some lo.sses when 
the animals change abruptly; from 
sparse forage on winter ranges

The long winter of 1B63-84 Is 
over ond most of the big game 
animals are following the reced 
Ing snow back up the hillsides 
They survived natm-e's way, as 
they have for thousands of years. 

Perhaps more of them could 
have been harvested by hunters 
last fall, thus preventing over- 
crowding on winter ranges. But 
most of them came through, will 
produce healthy calves, fawns, 
or whatever, and there will be 
a 25 to 30 per cent "crop" to be 
taken by outdoorsmen next fall.

During his first year of service 
he was promoted to the rank 
of sergeant, attended officer's 
training school and was com- 
missioned second lieutenant and 
three months later was promoted 
to first lieutenant. 

He served as first lieutenant 
In the tank corps until the war 
ended. Upon being discharged In 
December, 1919, he Innmedtately 
accepted a commission as first 
lieutenant In the army reserves 
and two years later was pro- 
mpted to captain. 
, .lAfter his discharge from the 
strvlce he was graduated from 
the Business Admlnistrotlon col- 
lege In Grand Island, Nebr., and 
then worked a short time for 
the Fairmont jjreamery In Ne- 
brasko.

ued in the national gUard and > 
as capCaln he served' b8 com- 
mander of Vn^ local national 
guard unit for 17th ye^s'. Dur- 
ing this time he wfas employed " 
with the' Buhl postofflce. 

The nickname "Cap'' was In- 
atituted-when -national- guards- 
men weren't' familiar with hls- 
name and Senften was -hard to 
pronouhce so 'they aXitoniatlcally 
called him "Cap." denoting his 
rank os cUptaln. The, nlcknaqae 
caught on and soon everyone In 
the community was calling, him 
"Cnp." E>£n to this day "there 
are many Dersons who don't ' 
realize that "Cap" is Walter 
Senften. 

Senften , was promoted to & 
major and then first battalion 
corpmonder of the 116th engi- 
neers. The 40th division of the 
110th engineers was inducted 
Into active service into the army 
in 1B40J and Senften went to Ft. 
Lewis. 

In 1941 Senften was promoted 
to lieutenant colonel. In Octo- 
ber; 1943. he was translerrecT 
over^as with the 3&5th engineer ' 
regtmsnt landing at Liverpool, 
England. 

Senften's regiment landed on 
jOmaha beach,. 11 days after "D" 
day, and participated In four 
n\aJor battle engagements, with 
Senften finding .himself in 
Frankfurt, Germany, at the close 
of the war.

Upon being discharged |rom

Senften resumed working at 
the Buhl postofflce when iie re- 
turned from the war and held

a. few years ago. Senften mar- 
ried the former Ruth Darling, 
Twin Falls, a teacher In the 
Twin Falls school system. In 
May, 1941. They reside on a 
small acreage In the Buhl 
Heights addition and live In the 
original home of his parents. 
However, soma remodeling and 
additions have been made. 

His hobbles Include wood 
working, which la evident by the 
many unique copies of antique 
furniture found in his home. 
However, he mostly enjoys mak- 
ing gifts for bis friends and a 
variety of his 'woodworking proj- 
ects are foimd In local homes.

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What About Aluminum? 

Visions of economic sugarplums for areas served by Bonneville 
power (the tax-subsidized federal electric system on the Columbia 
river) begin to dissipate when faced by reality. Take the war-born 
aluminum plants for instance. 

Following World War TI (during which the federal government 
located, financed and provided a market for aluminum expansion) 
Bonneville power served 44% of the nation's aluminum produc- 
tion capacity. Fifteen years later the 44 % figure was down to 
27.7 % as additional capacity was addedrsignificantly, in other 



parts of the nation. 

In the five-year period 1954-59, for instance, produajon of 
aluminum in the Pacific Northwest increased by 4%; for the 
balance of the United States, aluminum production increased 49%- 

Recently, the aluminum plants served by Bonneville power have 
been operating at less than their capacity. 

It goes to show that Bonneville power — Subsidized as it is bf 
taxpayers — is no panacea for indvistrial developmeat.

He points out that thorough- 
bred racing horses are now start- 
ing to come Into thfa section of 
Idaho and may be used tor 
breeding purposes. 



As an aside, Rutherford de- 
clared that keeping race horses 
Is not on the cheap side of the 
ledger. 

"There are doctor bills, board 
bllfa a nd lo ts of other bllfa. Our 
horses are 'managed by Benny 
Magana, a Mexican trainer with 
a stable near Callente. We let 
him decide which races the 
Tiorses ore to be entered in and 
when. 

The Callente track Is unique. 
It operates every week-end for 
62 weeks a year and when a ma- 
lor holiday falU Just before or 
just ofter Saturday ond Sunday 
the race period Is extended up to 
three or four days. 

If things go right In Idaho, 
Rutherford declares, and the 
price Is right, then he probably 
win race his horses In this state.

"Thfa humorous reaction to 
tragedy fa but an Indication of 
the Indomitable spirit of the peo- 
ple of Anchorage," Mrs. Federson 
writes.

Mrs. Federson was at the sears 
store and crouched next to her 
desk as the light fixtures swung 
overhead, papers flew and filing 
cabinets tipped.

In the 
silence which followed the quake 
she went outside to find the

a parked car, she writes. 

The former Rupert woman was 
fortunate In finding her house 
Intact, but upoi\ entering she 
writes she would have been hor- 
rified "If I hadn't Just come 
from the downtown area." 

Dishes were shattered over the 
floor, furniture was every whldh 
way, looking as It someone was 
preparing to move. Her son, 
Steven, who had been on a 
campout with hfa Scout troop 
during the. quake, returned safe 
and full of talk of hfa adventures 
at camp. 

She said on R street, where she 
lived last winter, the little house 
In which she had lived had been 
picked up and set back down.
